xplains 


Would you kindly permit space in your paper to allow me on behalf of: 


the council to set the record straight as far as the controversy over the new es- 
tate in Millers Road is concerned. 


This controversy which has been deliberately|'™ 


created by a manner of reporting designed to pro- 
mote bitterness and opposition against the present 
council by suggesting innuendoes against the per- 
sonal integrity of the councillors as individuals. 


This slur on the characters 
of men holding office in an 
honorary capacity with no 
profit motive whatsoever can 
only be the product of an evil 
mind that confuses decisions 
for progress with corruption 
and an apology is hereby de- 
manded as the innuendoes in- 
ferred are as objectional, as 
they are untrue. As far as the 
decision to approve of the 
scheme is concerned, may 1 
stress two vital points. 1. The 
council did not do an about 
face as reported, as a look at 
the minutes of both meetings 
would show. 2. The minutes 
of all council and committee 
meetings are readily available 
to all who care to see them 
and the decisions’ made are 
not secretive as has been sug- 
gested, by some nor do we 
want them to be. 


The council approved of 
both plans presented to it, the 
first plan however, required 
certain amendmelits. which I 
shall explain later in this: let- 
ter. Secondly the council has 
not gone back on its policy 
of no more petrol stations, in 
Millers Road as was also re- 
ported, and as a matter: of 
interest it would be extremely 
unlikely that the proposed :ser- 
vice station which Is set back 
one residential block from 
Millers Road, will ever attract 
@ single car passing along the 
road. 


. Having sir, made the fore- 
going remarks I would like to 
give a resume of events that 
influenced the council to 
agree to-the second proposi- 
tion from Mr. Noordenne. 
At the meeting at which the 
original plan was presented, 
the council approved of a plan 
of subdivision of approxi- 
mately 400 homes providing 
that Mr. Noordenne agreed to 
the council suggestion to de- 
lete from the plan a .small 
commercial area and instead 
have two shops located in the 
residential area and to delete 
the proposed petrol filling sta- 
tion from the plan as it fron- 
ted on to Millers Road which 
the council’s policy did not 
permit. The council considered 
the commercia] area was unim- 
pressive and would serve no 
real use to the community. 


‘Mr, Noordenne then brought 
forward a far more ambitious 
scheme in the form of a 
supermarket, but before sub- 
mitting it to council he sought 
advice from the councillors as 
to whether it woujd be a 
waste of his time to. submit 
his plan to council, and there 
is nothing strange in this be- 
cause it is a service to all 
ratepayers freely given by 
councillors who are always 
willing to advise and ‘assist 
and in fact at one time an 

. office was set up for the very 
purpose of assisting and advis- 
ing ratepayers and _ only 
Japsed from Jack of support 
by ratepayers. - : 

The proposition of Mr. Noor- 
denne was to provide the com- 
munity with facilities embrac- 
ing most of the requirements 
of the average shopper and 
he was advised to submit a 
new plan for consideration. 
The new plan was presented 
to the General Purposes Com- 
mittee as is customary when 
a deputation is involved and 
after hearing Mr. Noordenne’s 
submissions he retired, the 


Committee then after a Jong. 


debate on the pros and -cons 
of the benefit to the commun. 
ity of @ supermarket carried 
a resolution in favour of the 
principal of, the supermaket. 


However, a resolution to 
permit the ‘service station to 
remain on the -plan as shown 
was defeated in the light of 
the existing policy which the 
committee was reluctant to re- 
voke, Mr. Noordenne haying 
stated that the sale of the ser- 
vice . station was his only 
means of obtaining working 
capital to work on the roads, 
etc, and without it he would 
be unable to continue with his 
plan to develop the land at 
all, this then created a stale- 
mate, Mr. Noordenne was told 
of the council decision that 
the service station could not 
front on to Millers Road. 


Although disappointed “at 
the council's insistence” on 
maintaining policy~he-ffered 
as an alternative, to give the 
entire block shown’ on the plan 
for his commercial zone to 
provide for car parking of 
some 200 odd cars free of 
cost, to the community if he 
could re-locate his commercial 
zone one street back east of 
Millers Road. Mr. Noordenne 
was told to submit a further 
plan showing. this offer to the 
committee the following night 
before a council meeting. The 
new plan showed spacious 
parking facilities imperative 
to modern planning, a two 
‘storied supermarket, to cater 
for most of the needs of 
shoppers, @ playground for 
children also provided free and 
a service station now set back 
one Street from Millers Road, 
to conform with the council 


‘policy, the plan still provided 


nearly 400 houses and as well 
10% of the: land was given to 
the council for community 
purposes. “This plan impres- 
sed the committee as being 
one that could in the future 
be of great benefit to the com- 
munity and would help at the 
same time to overcome one of 
the eyesores that exists on 
the approaches to Altona and 
should fit in well with, the 
beautifications planned on the 
opposite side of the road to 
the lake. Taking these and 
other considerations into view 
the committee unanimously 
approved. of the plan as the 
committee comprised the 
whole council it needed only 
a statutory resolution to make 
it legal, subject of course to 
other authorities which must 
also approve before the ques- 
tion is finally - settled. The 
resolution was subsequently 
moved and.carried admittedly 
with no debate, which is not 
unusual as such’ plans are 
domestic in nature and are 
rather commonplace, several 
items in the same category be- 
ing dealt with in same’ way 
on the same night. It is well- 
known for it has been: ex- 
plained many time that pres- 
ent council works under a sys- 
tem of Caucus which allows 
freedom to express an opinion 
but promotes team work vital 
to progress when the demo- 
cratic: majority win the vote, 
this system is responsible for 
Altona’s remarkable progress 
because progress is not bogged 
down with eternal) squabbling
